HANG CHILD 


KILLERS! 


LAST MONTH SHOWED WHY the British National Party 
supports capital punishment for child murderers. Evil perverts 
Timothy Morss and Brett Tyler committed sex crimes against little 
children for years before kidnapping, raping and murdering little 


Daniel Handley. 

During the 1980s they had served 
prison sentences together in 
Wormwood Scrubs where they 
underwent ‘therapy.’ During these 
‘therapy’ sessions, they discussed 
their sexual fantasies. Morss 
described in detail how he wanted to 
kidnap a boy between eight and 
thirteen with blond hair and blue 
eyes, bugger him, strangle him and 
then dispose of the body. 

Morss was serving seven years, 
reduced to five on appeal, for 
buggering two nine-year-old twins 
and an eleven-year-old boy; Tyler 
was serving four years for attempted 
buggery and gross indecency. They 
became prison lovers and were no 
doubt issued especially strengthened 
condoms by the prison service. 

Both men had been sexually abused 
as children and, as a result, went on to 
gain the convictions for sex offences 
involving young boys. Upon release, 
they took jobs with the same mini-cab 
firm and explored the sexual fantasises 
they had discussed in prison. 

They were only caught when 
similarities were noticed by a retired 
prison officer, Edward Cook and a 
consultant psychiatrist, Dr. ‘B’ -- 
who both worked with paedophiles -- 
between the case as it was reported in 
the papers and the sick fantasises 
described in Wormwood Scrubs by 
homosexual pervert and child 
molester, Morss. 

During the trial, the Old Bailey 
court had to be adjourned to give two 
women and a man time to recover 
their composure. The jurors wept as 
they watched a video on which Brett 
Tyler described in graphic detail how 
he and Morss, his homosexual lover, 


spotted Daniel riding his bicycle in 
Beckton, East London and abducted 
the nine-year-old, taking him back to 
their flat and raping him before 
murdering him in a lonely layby. 
Referring to the case before the 
jurors, prosecutor, 
John Bevan said “‘If 
that sounds like acts 
of callous inhumanity 
and depravation 
beyond belief, unfort- 
unately that is what 
this case is about... the 
deliberate abduction, 
abuse and murder of 
an innocent nine-year-

purpose of fulfilling 
their lust.” 

Daniel was a 
cheerful nine-year-old 
often seen in the area on his bike. 
After the murder, 250 police searched 
the area including frogmen who dived 
into docks and a lake. It was to be six 
months before Daniel’s body was 
found after it had been unearthed by 
foxes. 

The pair had driven to East London 
specifically to look for a victim and 
came across Daniel. After luring him 
into their car, they drove to their flat 
andtook turnsin buggeringhim while 
the other filmed it on camcorder. 
Following the rape, they promised 
that they would take him home. 
Instead, they drove to Bristol and 
pulled into a layby off the M4 
motorway. After Daniel asked ““Are 
you going to kill me?’’ and got thereply 
that they were not, Morss and Tyler 
strangled him with a noose before 
digging a grave and burying him. After

The vast majority of people agree that the a 

death. penalty should be reintroduced for child $ 
killers. Yet neither Conservatives, Labour nor 
Liberal Democrats are prepared to back such 
a measure into law. Parliament is supposed to 
represent the people. But the do-gooders who 
sit in Government are more concerned with 
the rights of murderers than with the safety of 
our children. Sick child killers are kept in 
prison, often in relative luxury and at vast 
expense, until such time as they are released 
to kill again. Others such as lan Brady and 
Myra Hindley are a constant reminder to the 
tragic parents of their victims. All those like 
Brady and Hindley, gave up the right to live the 
moment they took a young life. With more and 
more of these cases occurring it is time for the 
death penalty to be reintroduced. A country 
which allows the killers of its children to live 
is morally bankrupt. Only the British National 
Party is committed to the reintroduction of the

the murder, both men fled to the Philippines where they 
casually engaged in child sex as they wanted it. 

The shock and outrage that the case has generated 
has showed that the nation still has some healthy 
instincts left. The people clearly want tough action on 
thisissue. Tohis credit, Mr. Justice Curtis didas much 
as he could under the current system. He sentenced 
them both to three concurrent life sentences for false 
imprisonment, buggery and murder and he said that 
life mustmean life. He further ordered that the evidence 
in the case should be preserved as areminder to people 
of the depravity of the evil killers. No 
doubt he also had half a eye on the do- 
gooders that will emerge who will try to 
get them released. A third man, David 
Guttridge who also became Morss’s 
lover in Wormwood Scrubs got two 
anda half years for pervertingthe course 
of justice by helping Morss flee the 


country.

forthe re-introduction

EVIL MURDERING PERVERTS: MORSS AND TYLE. 
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MAJOR’S TANTRUM 


Alotof people, including some 
‘Euro-Sceptic’ Tory MPs and 
sections of the Tory press, are 
praising John Major over his 
latest stance towards Europe 
in reaction to the beef crisis. 

Following the EU’s refusal to 
lift the ban on British beef 
exports, Major has announced 

that Britain intends henceforth 
to cause all possible havoc in 
European councils, using its 
power of veto to block all key 
decisions, irrespective of their 
merits, until his European 
colleagues back down. 

Some papers greeted this 
news with headlines like ‘Major 
goes to war at last’ and ‘Major 
stands up for Britain’. An 
atmosphere was created 
reminiscent of the nation’s 
declaration of war on Germany 
in 1939, with Major cast in the 
role of Chamberlain (though 
he would no doubt prefer to be 
compared with Churchill). 

British Nationalist yields to 
no-one in its detestation of the 
European Union and its con- 

temptfor the British politicians 
who have demonstrated const- 
ant subservience to it. Never- 
theless, the Prime Minister’s 
latest gesture doesnot impress 
us. 

All this ranting and threats 
against Europe is the 
behaviour, not of a statesman, 
but of a petulant schoolboy. It 
notonly demeans Major (which 
will cause us no sorrow) but it 
demeans Britain, bringing us 
down to the level of the 
delinquent among European 
nations. 

Will Major’s threats get us 
any concessions? Perhaps one 
or two small ones, like the 
removal of bans against 
exports of minor items with beef 
components, such as tallow 
and gelatine. These may save 
the Prime Minister’s face buta 
capitulation by the EU on beef 
itself is, in the foreseeable 
future, extremely unlikely. 

Of course, Major himself 
recognised this when he said 
the Europeans merely had to 
agree to ‘a framework’ for the 
lifting of the ban. Thereal object 
of the exercise was to drape 
himself with the Union Jack by 
consciously echoing Chamber- 
lain’s declaration of war and in 
doing sochalkup afew brownie 
points with the Euro-Sceptic 
wing of the Tory Party. 

- By the time it’s possible to 
measure whether Major’s 
bluster has got us anywhere or 
not, it’s likely that the general 
election will have come and 
gone. So the bluster can be 
reckoned as essentiallya piece 
of short-term political 
‚posturing by a shallow and 
grubby little politician. 

The proper thing to do in the 
situation in which Britain now 
finds herself would be to quit 
the EU altogether. Our Euro 
partners would not like this 
but the Euro club has never 
benefitted Britain, and atleast 
that way Britain would emerge 
with some dignity and respect. 


NOT longago, national science week 
came and went with not a word from 
the government as to how Britain’s 
lamentable record in development 
and funding is to be improved. Tory 
penny-pinching attitudes in an area 
like science is surely cutting off the

Scientific research and development 
is the foundation of amodern economy 
and the guarantor of the material 
prosperity of everyone in the country. If 
new inventions were not made, new 
applications not found and new 
development not undertaken there 
would never have been companies to 
provide employment with high wages to 
make motor cars with all the 
improvements made since the turn of 
the century as well as in a whole host of 
other industries. It is all just taken for 
granted. 

Figures produced showed that while 
British scientific endeavouris still among 
the best in the world, when it comes to 
product development to provide 
employment and increase trade, this 
country lags well behind. Sadly, the 
status of scientists and engineers in this 
country is miserably low -- unlike in 
Germany and Japan which rewards its 
cutting edge workers properly. 

Scientists believe that career prospects 
are at an all-time low. Salaries are low, 
contracts temporary and social status 
pitiful, as is that of engineers and 
technicians. As a result, Britain’s 
brightest young scientific minds are 


looking elsewhere for a decent reward.

Itshouldn’t be like this and under a BNP 
government, it wouldn’t be. Despite the 
mediocre level that Britain has sunk to 
under postwar Labour and Tory 
governments, Britons are still capable 
of surmounting the stifling government- 
created atmosphere of failure and 
defeat.

Two examples will suffice. Oneis Dr. 
Colin Whiteworth, who has invented a 
revolutionary new treatment for skin 
cancer which avoids ulceration, scars, 
infection, radiation treatment and 
chemotherapy. The treatment uses a 
light treatment called Photodynamic 
therapy from a lamp which costs a 
fraction of that of a laser and with a 
success rate of 95 per cent. It’s small, 
light and portable and has excellent 
prospects for production and profit. 
Manufacturing is to commence at the 
end of the year, but the identity of the 
company is not known. 


BRITISH SCIENTIST 
INVENTS NEW ROCKET 
MOTOR 


Another inventor, David Frearn, a 
senior scientist at the Defence Research 
Agency (DRA), has developed a totally 
revolutionary type of rocket motor that 
could have come straight out of Star 
Wars or Star Trek. Unlike a conventional 
chemical rocket motor which burns 
chemical fuel to give maximum speeds 
of 25,000 miles per hour and which is 
also limited by its fuel payload, his new 
Ion Thruster strips electrons from gas 


Paves 
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atoms using electric power, micro waves 
or radio waves and discharges the ion 
stream out of the rocket exhaust just as 
a conventional rocket does. The new 
rocket will achieve speeds of 100,000 
miles per hour or with a nuclear reactor 
generating massive electric power (and 
fuel payload not being a factor) the 
thruster could, using constant 
acceleration, achieve near light 
speeds. This is the essential ingredient 
for any amount ofrealistic space travel, 
particularly if neighbouring galaxies are 
to journeyed to. And it’s British! 


REWARD 


Bio-technology is set to be one of the 
growth industries of the next decade 
and it is all about analysing DNA, 
including that of humans. The medical 
implications of finding specific genes 
which act on the human body are 
enormous -- and so are the rewards. 

British Biotech is a company that 
hasn’t made a single product. But its 
announcement that it had successfully 
completed phase 2 testing of a new 
generation anti-cancer drug has seen its 
company valuation rocket to just under 
£2 billion. This is excellent news for 
Britain.”

GOVERNMENT COWARDICE 
MAKES BRITAIN THE LOSER 


Government timidity ensures that 
hundreds of British inventions per year 
never see the light of day and mean that 
potentially entire product lines and even 
industries are lost to the UK which would 
bring increased prosperity and 
employment. 

Trevor Baylis is a case in point. He 
invented the clockwork radio, had no 
money to develop the idea and had to 
gamble that by showing his invention on 
TV that someone would step forward 
and back it. If no-one had, others would 
have been free to develop the invention, 
particularly abroad. The gamble paid off 
and funding was secured. Baylis is now 
working on a clockwork torch and 
‘Mayday’ radio transmitter. 

The Government’s lack of vision 
precludesit from setting up special centres 
forthe encouragement ofinventors which 
could provide an objective look at any 
invention to give advice and see ifit had 


commercial potential. Inventions which 
did have the potential could then be 
backed by the state in the manner of an 
investor, securing patents world-wide and 
setting up production facilities. Baylis 
goes further and believes that invention 
should be taught as a subject at school. 
In times gone by Britain’s inventors 
were men Ofleisure, thatis, independently 
wealthy, who had a fascination for 
invention. It followed that any new 
invention could more often than not be 
brought to the marketplace by the 
inventor himself. Today, a wider cross 
section of people are ableto inventhaving 
had a decent schooling. Not many are 
independently wealthy and able to bring 
their product to the market. This is why 
the BNP believes that Government must 
provide the necessary encouragement 
and funding -- which would largely pay 
for itselfin terms of increasing the nation’s 


prosperity.

Decades of liberal education policies, incompetent and leftwing teachers 
and increasing immigration have left many of Britain’s schools in a 
mess. Truancy, poor achievement, indiscipline, drug taking, rape and 
violent assault on staff and pupils are the legacy of the failure of both 
Tory and Labour governments.

VIOLENCE 


So bad is the situation that the National 
Association of Schoolmasters Union of 
Women Teachers (NASUWT) is call- 
ing for police or ey Sates to "e

stationed at flashpoint schools, the 
installation of closed-circuit cameras 
and personal panic alarms for teachers. 

The most violent case to grab the 
headlines this year was the death of a 
west London headmaster. Then, to 
distract attention away from the racial 
overtones of the case, hysteria was 
whipped up over the possession of 
knives. The NASUWT made its call 
after Hazel Spence-Young received 
£82,500 from Coventry city council for 
spinalinjuriesinflicted at Frederick Bird 
primary school in 1989 by a 10-year- 
old boy who was so violent that an 
educational psychologistsaid he should 
be in a special school. He punched and 
kicked her as she tried to persuade him 
to go back into the classroom. 

Now unable to work, she needs 
constant painkillers, including morphine, 
and her right arm is partly paralysed. 
@ Louise Allen aged thirteen was killed 
by two girls from a nearby school after 
trying to protect her friend from a beating 
from the girls aged twelve and thirteen. 
Louise was kicked to death. 


EXPULSIONS 


More pupils are being expelled from 
school than ever before -- up from 
2,910 in 1991 to 11,181 in 1994. The 
dramatic rise is due to two factors. 
Firstly, schools no longer have the 
sanction of physical punishment because 
it’s ‘cruel and barbaric’. The result of 
that is the increased use of expulsions 
meaning a badly botched schooling for 
a pupil leading to long-term failure in 
later life. Much more enlightened! 
Secondly, the long-term breakdown in 
society is making its impact in earlier life 
at school. Lack of discipline at home 
and inthe school, lack ofmoral authonty 
from institutionalised structvres -- the 
government, the courts, the church etc., 
the promotion ofalien culture, drug and 
gang culture all play a part. Put simply 
it’s ‘cool’ to be bad. 

Children as young as three are also 
being expelled. Three- and four-year- 
olds get to school and kick and punch 
other pupils and staff if they cannot get 
their own way. A complete lack of 
parental discipline is to blame. 

Several expulsion rows have broken 
in the press over different pupils, with 
teachers threatening to strike if pupils 
are not expelled for the safety of the 
staff and other pupils. One headline 
referred to angelic-faced twelve-year-

old Graham Cram. ‘Is he really to be 
feared?’ it said. Of course, on his best 
behaviour, the seemingly mnocent 
youngster looks as if butter wouldn’t 
melt in his mouth. Of course he isn’t to 
be feared you’re expected to think. 
Surely it’s a misunderstanding; give him 
a bit of attention, treat him as you would 
want to be treated etc. and surely all will 
be well. In an ideal world possibly. But 
the fact is that some youngsters behave 
abominably and they do so because 
there is no sanction -- particularly 
corporal punishment againstit. Graham 
behaves like a little monster because he 
knows he can get away with it. It would 
bea different matter after six ofthe best! 

North Londonis a perfect example of 
the way British schools will go. At an 
Islington school, pupils as young as 13 
and 14 have been expelled for bringing 
in guns and knives. Other children at the 
same school were excluded for smoking 
drugs in front of teachers. The same 
school has the worst GCSE exam results 
in Britain. 

At the same time recent reports show 
that Black pupils, particularly boys, are 
ten times more likely to be expelled 
from nearby Camden schools than their 
white classmates. It was also revealed 
that black British boys are five times 
more likely to be expelled than any 
other ethnic group. Although black 
pupils make up just 13.5 per cent of 
Camden school children, it 1s 
estimated that some 17 out of 51 
pupils expelled last year were black 
(33 per cent). 

Despite the talk of politicians, 
parents up and down the country 
know what is going on. They talk to 
each other and they get tohear what’ s 
happening. Many more parents, like 
Labour front bencher Harriet 
Harman, can be expected to follow 
Labour leader Tony Blair’s example 
in ‘opting out’ of problem schools -- 
which usually means multi-racial 
schools, in favour of safe (and white) 
schools. 
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RED TEACHERS 


.The left wing National Union of Teachers 
which has 190,000 members is 
controlled by communists. Seven years 
after the Berlin wall came down and the 
Soviet Union collapsed, the reds still 
strive to bring the communist ‘dream’ 
to Britain through our most vulnerable 
people -- our children.

eleven, 40 per cent had a reading age of 
two years behind their age making them 
incapable of learning the national 
curriculum and effectively making them 
drop outs with no future! 

The ideological fervour that has seen 
teachers drop phonics has betrayed the 
nation and as David Blunket, Labour’s 
education spokesman admitted, 
betrayed whole generations of children. 
Instead, teachers have used ‘book 
learning’? which means children are 
expected to simply pick up a book, 
guess what the words are and read! It is 
the failure to adequately teach reading 
above all else that is having such 
catastrophic consequences for 
educational standards. Because if that

basicisn’t mastered, then a pupil cannot 
go on to read and learn about anything 
else. Obviously! Yetthe trendy lefties in 
the teaching profession apparently can’t 
grasp this simple fact. The reason 
teaching standards are so low is that not 
enough poor teachers are weeded out at 
the very start. 

In a separate Anglo-Australian study 
it has been revealed that a fifth of 
children at primary school think the 
world is flat. Other basic knowledge is 
nonexistent and only a tiny minority 
could locate Australia on a map -- the 
land of our racial kinfolk. This 
disgraceful state of affairs has occurred 
because the national 
curriculum demands only 
that, by the age of seven, 
schoolchildren should 
‘become aware that the 
world extends beyond the 
UK’! Australian school- 
children on the other hand 
know full well that the earth 
is spherical and can locate 
the UK on a globe almost as 
easily as they could their

Bankrolled Labour 


For an illustration of just how fast the argument on 
Europe is moving we couldn’t do better than 
Monday’s outburst by the CBI director-general 
Adair Turnerthat anyone who thinks Britain should 
leave the EU is living in ‘cloud-cuckoo-land’. 

Until the past week or two, Europhiles like Mr 
Turner -- or John Major, whose speech last week 
he was dutifully echoing -- would not have thought 
it remotely necessary to make such a point. The 
possibility that Britain might actually leave the EU 
was simply not on the agenda. 

Butinrecent weeks millions ofpeople have finally 
become so enraged by the craziness of this new 
system ofgovernment we are hving under that forthe 
first time they are seriously having to think the 
unthinkable -- that we should get out ofit altogether. 

Up to now, for all the Irritations Europe has 
inflicted on us, the pro-European establishment 
has always occupied the high ground by being able 
to maintain that, on balance, belonging to club 
Europe has brought us such enormous advantages 
that such fleabites as losing our fishing industry 
could be brushed aside. 

Butsuddenly a whole range ofissues has brought 
usinto astate ofunprecedented confrontation with 
the EU -- the threat to our beef and dairy industnies, 
the hijacking of our fish, the crackpot judgments 
passed down by the European Court, even the 
demand that we must be frogmarched back into 
that same ERM which inflicted on this country the 
worst economic disaster in the past 20 years. 

What this current crisis is doing is at last forcing 
us to take a completely new perspective and a hard 
look at just what all those arguments for Britain’ s 
membership really amount to.The truth is that 
when one examines the case for Europe with an 
objective eye, the whole creaking apparatus begins 
to look like an extraordinary mirage. 

Let us start with a few basic facts which our pro- 
Europe establishment does everything it can to 
hide. One of the great arguments when Edward 
Heath led a declining Britain into Europe 1n1973 
was that joining the biggest market in the world 
was going to do wonders for our trade. We saw 
those continental economies booming, and the 
theory was that Bntain would sharein the prosperity. 

But the truth is that it is our continental 
competitors who have done incomparably better 
out of the deal. In 23 years they have sold £100 
billion more of goods to Britain than we have sold 
to them -- yet before we joined we were actually 
trading with them at a surplus. 

Then consider all the additional fees we have 
have had to pay for the privilege of joining this club 
-- the £100billion we have contributed to the

Brussels budget u p to £1,000 a year added to the 
average family’s food bill to subsidise Europe’s 
farmers, the huge hidden cost of having to comply 
with those 20,000 often unnecessary directives and 
regulations. The collapse of the ERM experiment 
cost this country nearly £70 billion. 

Last year 56 per cent of all Britain’s trade was 
with countries outside the EU and astonishingly, 
we ran up a trading surplus with every continent in 
the world but Europe. The reason for this is that 
economies on every other continent, from America 
to the Far East, are booming while poor little Europe, 
suffocated by high interestrates and over regulation, 
sinks into decline with unemployment up since 
1973 from 2.5 pe to 12 pe. 

But the greatest illusion of all when we threw in 
our lot with the Common Market was that we were 
invited to believe that Europe was somehow the 
wider world, the big horizon, the future. In fact, as 
we can now see, we were turning our backs on the 
wider world, confining ourselves in a stagnant 
backyard, constrained by the theories of yesterday 
while the real world charged ahead. 

Nothing better illustrates how our Euro- 
establishment gets everything upside down than 
the experience of Norway, the country which twice 
voted in referendums to stay out of the EU. 

In 1994 the Norwegian people were sternly 
warned by their own Euro-establishment -- 
politicians and big business -- that if they did not 
vote to join the EU, they faced economic disaster. 

In fact, in the past two years their economy has 
grown faster than any in Europe, and the number of 
Norwegians opposed to joining the EU has soared 
from 52 pc at the time of the vote to 65 Pc. 

In all sorts of ways it is now deeply relevant for 
Britain to meditate on the Norwegian example. 
When our Euro- establishment issues similar dire 
wamings about the disasters which would follow 


our leaving the EU, we should remember exactly 


the same threats were held over the heads of the 
Norwegians, and turned out to be wholly baseless. 

Despite not being in, Norway enjoys a much 
higher share of its trade with the EU than Britain does, 
in fact its only problem recently has been that its two 
main trading partners, Germany and Sweden, have 
been unable to buy so much from Norway because 
their economies both share in the EU dechne. 

As for the threat that, if Britain left the EU, our 
competitors might exclude us from their Single 


Market, nothing more obviously gives the lie to this 
than thatthey gain so much more from trading with 
us than we do from them. To exclude our goods 
would simply be to cut off their own noses. 

We must realise there i$ a wider world outside. 
We must leap back into the fresh air -- and I am 
confident that we will be amazed at how we can 
walk tall again. 

As one of the world’s great trading nations, we 
shall thrive. Above all we shall feel an extraordinary 
sense of liberation as we escape one of the most 
bizarre political and bureaucratic experiments ever 
conceived by the mind of men.

ELECTION RESULTS FOR MAY 


Lastmonth saw the County Council and 
District Council elections take place in 
which the BNP stood in just a handful of 
areas. The big metropolitan areas didn’t 
vote (where the party is strongest) and 
in some areas, organisers took the view 
that they wanted to harbour resources 
for the coming General Election. 

In the event, the party stood in just 
four areas. The results summary is as 
follows:- 

Steve Batkin achieved the party’s 
highest average vote with 5.6 per cent of 
the vote from 133 votes in Fenton Green 
ward, Stoke on Trent; Keith Axon won 
the highest raw vote, getting 215 votes 
which worked out to 5 per cent in 
Kingstanding ward, Birmingham; Lee 
Windridge got 142 votes or 2.3 per cent 


of the vote in Northfield ward, 
Birmingham and Chris Jackson got 89 
votes or 3.2 per cent of the vote in 
Todmorden, Calderdale. 

The party’s average vote was just 
over 4 per cent and is a reasonable 
result. The areas not contested in May 
and which could have been would, 
incidently, have been among the highest 
votes obtained which 1s a pity. 
Birmingham BNP in particular did very 
well fighting its two wards, assisted by 
National Organiser, Richard Edmonds. 
Each ward consisted of 9,000 homes 
and were as a consequence, three times 
the size of the others. The lower than 
average vote in Northfield, is no doubt 
partly explained by only having been 
three-quarters leafleted as a result of 


the ground that had to be covered in a 
very short time, even aided by several 
days of action. 

All the campaigns fought were 
valuable for three reasons: First, the 
election spurred leaflet distribution; 
second, eachcampaign willhave helped 
build the profile of the party in advance 
of the General Election; and third, the 
experience gained is of value in itself as 
a prelude to the forthcoming General 
Election, both tactically and in terms of 
the paper work involved. It should be 
clearly stated, that no branch or 
party official istoo experienced as to 
not make mistakes. Basic drill as laid 
down in the elections handbook should 
beadhered to so as to avoid such mistakes 
-- as even the best can make them!
